Our spotters were unable to identify anybody 
famous on the subway last week.

DELAY AT THE WATER MILL STATION 

Subway traffic was delayed for nearly half 
an hour last Wednesday afternoon when a 
woman in the first car of a westbound train 
got her very expensive Marc Jacobs dress 
caught in the subway doors in spite of having 
heard the phrase, repeated a thousand times 
a day, “watch out for the closing doors.” The 
motorman on that train, Addison McMullen, 
overhearing the woman threaten the subway 
with a lawsuit while her dress was still caught, 
implemented the prescribed procedures.

STILL DISTURBED 

Police were out in force in the Pine Barrens over 
the last week to crack down on ATV riders who 
illegally ride their noisy vehicles through this 
public land—destroying vegetation, scaring 
wildlife, and frequently ruining hidden liquor 
distilleries that flourish in the remoter parts of 
the environmentally sensitive area. “We’ve had 
numerous calls from distressed moonshiners 
who arrive at their Pine Barrens hideouts to 
find that their camouflaged equipment, much 
of which is hand-made or antique, has been run 
over by careless ATV riders,” said Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “These historic 
stills, some of which have been active since 


‘the 1920s and have been passed down from 


generation to generation, have been known 
to produce some of the finest, clearest corn 
liquor you’ve ever tasted—and they’re being 
destroyed by kids on dirt bikes. We’re going to 
stop that.” According to Hirsch, police ticketed 
over 25 illegal ATV riders in the Pine Barrens on 
Sunday alone, and over the course of the week 
also assisted numerous moonshiners in putting 
their stills back into working order. “We’re now 
dedicated to a new vigilance in protecting what 


is an irreplaceable resource from the scourge 
of ATVs,” said Hirsch, adding that there’s liable 
to be a “mighty tasty bottle of hooch in it” for 
anyone who provides information to the police. 


HAMPTON POLICE CONTRACT SIGNED 

After long negotiations, a final contract has been 
reached between local towns and the Hamptons 
Police Department. All sides professed 
satisfaction with the final deal. Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch noted that the officers 
had largely received the pay increases that they 
bargained for, and were also pleased with some 
of the codicils that were added to the contract 
late in the game. “With the establishment of the 
police department’s bacon dispensary, there 
was some friction among officers as to how 
bacon would be apportioned and who would 
get dibs on the choicer cuts, and this contract 
handles the matter in a fair and equitable 
way. In addition, with the police department’s 
growing fleet of luxury undercover vehicles, 
there was some dispute as to how to share the 
vehicles out to off-duty personnel—who gets 
to take the Aston-Martin to Vegas, who gets to 
have the Mercedes Gullwing over Thanksgiving, 
etcetera. This contract lays it all out.” According 
to Hirsch, the contract negotiations did not 
address the medical marijuana facility the 
police are in the process of starting, and so they 
will have to vote on an addendum to determine 
which officers will have privileged access to 
the cannabis going forward. “We'll work it out,” 
Hirsch assured reporters. f@& .

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Learning from Rats About Weight Training, Jogging & Extreme Exercise

verybody knows that exercise is good for 
the brain. Lie around like a sloth and you 
can’t remember names, can’t remember places, 
you forget where you put your glasses and can’t 
even find your beer. Get out there and exercise 
and you sharpen up. A cop pulls you over for 
something, you have all the right answers, he 
lets you go. 

Until now, however, no study has been done 
to see if one kind of exercise causes more 
smartening up than another kind. Well, now 
that has changed. 

According to The New York Times, a study 
at the University of Jyvaskyla in Finland was 
published last month to compare resistance 
training, vigorous running and gentle jogging and 
see which one causes the most neurogenesis in 
the hippocampus, according to lead researcher 
Miriam Nokia—which, for laymen, means that 
the study notes the increased levels of sparkly 
stuff in the brain and the closing up of the holes 
in the white and grey matter which happens 
when more juice gets pumped through. 

] am very interested in this. 

Dr. Nokia gathered up a team of scientists at 
her University in Finland and the team gathered 
up a wide array of male rats. 

In a laboratory, they herded the rats into four 


groups. One group was asked to just do nothing, 
just lie around and be cool. They would be the 
“baseline” group. 

A second group would do _ high-intensity 
distance training, running on little treadmills 
placed in their cages in a way so there was no 
getting off the treadmills. The scientists set the 
treadmills on high, causing the rats, like it or 
not, to go off on wild, short bursts of speed for 
three minutes. At the end of three minutes, the 
speed would be lowered to allow the rats to 
do a little slow skittering for two minutes, then 
it was turned back to the fast setting again. 
They’d repeat this sequence for 15 minutes. 

The third group did resistance training. The 
scientists would attach little weights to the rats’ 
tails, then put them at the bottom of a climbing 
wall. The rats would climb, come down and do 
it again. 

The fourth group went jogging. They were 
put in cages that had jogging wheels at one end, 
and were let free to go jogging when they felt 
like it. Typically, they’d jog for two miles a day, 
although some did more and some did less. 

After seven weeks of this, Dr. Nokia and her 
team examined the brains of all the rats. They 
found that those that did the heavy weight 
training had big strong muscles but no more 
sparkly brain stuff than those who sat around 
and did nothing. 


They found that those who did the high- 
intensity treadmill work had somewhat more 
sparkly brain stuff than those who sat around 
and did nothing. 

And they found that those who did the easy 
jogging on and off whenever they wanted got 
the highest amount of sparkly brain stuff. 

The scientists think the rats who did the 
high-intensity interval training might have 
had less’ sparkly stuff because’ they 
were so stressed about having to do that 
particular training. 

I wasn’t so sure. So I did it. | ran around the 
block a dozen times as fast as I could every 
day for seven weeks and tried to do some 
math problems. [ tied a weight to my tail and 
scampered up and down the climbing wall 
at the YMCA here in East Hampton for seven 
weeks and tried to do another math problem. 
I did the gentle jogging at will off and on 
for the seven weeks and again tried to do a 
math problem. 

I found that although I was exhausted, 
bleary eyed, bruised and battered, | failed 
to succeed in finding the answer to the 
math problem in any of the four cases. 
Ipso facto, I don’t think one thing was any 
better than the other. as far as 
humans go.

The Place That Welcomes You to Where You're Going Next

n the last few months, a new word has entered 

the conversations between the citizenry and 
the Town officials. The word is “gateway.” 

Everyone agrees that our downtown 
villages on the East End are sacrosanct. They 
should remain as they always have been—old 
New England villages born in the 17th century 
with churches, town greens, village ponds, 
beautiful wooden windmills, cedar shingle 
saltboxes and broad main streets overarched 
by beautiful trees. 

But now there are the “gateways.” And 
these are not like any gateways we have had 
before. In the old days, Woods Lane approaching 
the Town Pond would be the gateway to 
East Hampton. The Shinnecock Indian 
reservation would be the gateway to 
Southampton. Second House would be the 
gateway to Montauk. Linda Scott’s “Stargazer” 
sculpture would be the gateway to the whole 
area known as the Hamptons. 

All this made perfect sense. The kids, sitting 
in the backseat, would shout, passing one of 
these markers, “Hey dad, we’re almost here.” 

. And we were. 

By the new definition, anything that lies 
between a village and another village is a 
gateway to whichever one you are headed 
toward. Since between our villages the Montauk 
Highway has become a long strip mall of stores, 


banks, restaurants, delis, shopping centers and 
walk-in medical facilities often three miles long, 
this gives the citizenry the ability to object to 
almost anything, and say that it is a “gateway” 
to wherever it is that is next. 


By the new definition, anything that 
lies between a village and another 
village is a gateway to whichever 
one you are headed toward. 


For example, The Southampton Press \ast week 
ran the headline GATEWAY TO BESCALED BACK, 
and it refers to the new proposed shopping 
center across the street from the longtime, 
large shopping center that features T.J. Maxx, 
Kmart, King Kullen, Staples and Payless Shoes 
less than a mile to the west of downtown 
Bridgehampton. The planned new shopping 
center, in its latest configuration, is slightly 
smaller than it was in an earlier configuration 
since, apparently, it now has to take on the 
mantle of being a “gateway” to Bridgehampton. 
This is a very heavy responsibility. 

I recall that people let up a howl last year 
when the new HomeGoods store opened on the 
site of a former Ford dealership with its front 
wall very close to the road. It was horrible, they 
said. A catastrophe. Was this what we wanted 


as the “gateway” to East Hampton? The Town 
Councilmen must have been flabbergasted 
to consider that something along a stretch of 
strip malls and three miles from Town Pond 


was the “gateway.” 


I’ve also heard the new proposed shopping 
mall in Tuckahoe referred to as a “gateway.” 
Gateway to the Suburban Auto Service? Gateway 
to P.C. Richard & Son? It goes on and on. 

I have two favorite “gateway” stories from 
years ago. Back then, we had big billboards 
throughout the Hamptons, and as you came 
down the hill to enter Water Mill there was 
one that read ENTERING WATER MILL. SLOW 
DOWN AND ENJOY IT. We had no traffic 
problem in Water Mill then. The problem was 
people speeding. 

My other favorite gateway was a sign on the 
right side of the road as you headed north 
on the Bridgehampton-Sag Harbor Turnpike. 
There had been a pretty long stretch of woods 
before you got there. And then there was this 
wooden sign by the side of the road. It was 
eight feet high and had a crossbar on which 
was written SAG HARBOR. Under it, during the 
summer season, was a sign swinging on hooks 
that read VISIT OUR WHALING MUSEUM. But in 
the winter, the VISIT OUR WHALING MUSEUM 
sign was gone, and replacing it was another sign 
with one word on it. It said CLOSED. 

Ah yes, the gateway to Sag Harbor. And the 
whole town is closed. #&

ohn Jermain Memorial Library Executive 

Director Catherine Creedon gave a tour of the 
1910 landmark library on Sag Harbor’s Main Street 
last week. The newly renovated building and its 
brand-new wing are expected to open their doors 
to the public in late summer. Creedon commented, 
“It'll be interesting to see which doors patrons 
gravitate toward.” 

Right now the interiors are full of equipment, 
building supplies and construction workers. Some 
of the original furniture is in use in the library’s 
temporary space on West Water Street. Most of the 
library’s archives and books are in storage.

Creedon pointed out some special details of the 
original building. The famous crack in the entrance 
hall’s terrazzo that dates to the Hurricane of 1938 
has been filled—with bright metal—to protect the 
integrity of the floor while still commemorating the 
event. The crack’s new bonded bronze inlay was 
funded by a donation from library supporter and 
world-famous North Haven artist Eric Fischl. Four 
of the library’s long-missing chandeliers have been 
found and have been refurbished to shine once 
again. The building’s original wall sconces have also 
been renewed and will return. 


The new, largely glass building is a 
separate structure from the original 
building, but the two are connected 
by open doorways on all three floors. 


This library that was given to the Sag Harbor 
community in 1910 was funded mainly by benefactress 
Margaret Olivia Slocum Sage and named in memory 
of her grandfather John Jordan Jermain. Jermain 


served in the American Revolution and during the | 


War of 1812. The new, largely glass building is a 
separate structure from the original building, but the 
two are connected by open doorways on all three 
floors. Creedon commented, “I love to look at the old 
building, there is so much natural light now!” 


The new space includes additional bathrooms, 
more room for teen activities, a meeting room that 
can accommodate up to 88 seats and increased 
storage and work space. Picture rails along the new 
walls will allow for rotating art exhibitions. 

The British fragrance brand Jo Malone London has 
donated a fragrance garden to be planted along the 
Jefferson Street side of the new building. The garden 
is set to open soon. fi.

Judy Collins Keeps [It trish at Suffolk Theater 


BY EMILY J. WEITZ 


udy Collins is more than the voice of a generation. 

The flute-like sound of her soprano voice has 
accompanied our culture from the civil rights 
movement to the present day, and she’s collaborated 
with the greatest musicians in this country’s history. 
When she comes to Suffolk Theater to perform on 
St. Patrick’s Day, March 17, she'll bring with her a 
lifetime of experience. 

Collins has released more than 50 albums over the 
course of her career. When she started out, she was 
singing other people’s songs, making them her own. 
Joni Mitchell’s “Both Sides Now” first met critical 
acclaim through Collins’s mellifluous voice. And as 
important as songwriting has become to Collins over 
the years, she still puts equal weight on the songs 
she re-interprets. 

_ “Lonly started writing after I’d been making records 
for six or seven years,” she explains over the phone, 
her voice in the interview as identifiable as if it were 
streaming through the radio speakers. “I didn’t see 
any reason to write.” 

Leonard Cohen, who was inducted into the Rock 
and Roll Hall of Fame in 2008 and won a Grammy 
Award for Lifetime Achievement in 2010, wrote many 
of Collins’s early hits. But one day, Cohen asked her 
why she didn’t write any songs of her own. 

“I went home and immediately recorded ‘Since 
You’ve Asked,” she says. 

Collins believes you need to bring the same kind 
of energy and ingenuity to a song someone else 


has written as you would to a song 
you write yourself. In 2013, she went 
back to her homeland to create a 
PBS broadcast concert and album of 
Irish traditional folk songs and her 
own hits, performed only as Judy 
Collins could perform them, called 
Judy Collins in Ireland. The album 
included an interpretation of “How 
Are Things In Glocca Morra?,” along 
with classics such as Joni Mitchell’s 
“Chelsea Morning” and Leonard 
Cohen’s “Bird on a Wire.” “My job is 
to turn every song into a Judy Collins 
song,” she says. 

Collins is fresh off a fertile period 
of songwriting, and the new originals @ 


will appear on an album she’s just cut _ Collins hits Suffolk Theater on 3/17 


with Ari Hest. 

“New material always comes from an accumulation 
of your own experience,” says Collins. “You just have 
to get to the piano or the piece of paper and start 
writing, and it happens.” 

She makes it sound easy, and perhaps that ease 
is what comes through in her voice. But Collins isn’t 
resting on her laurels. She’s been collaborating and 
innovating for decades, and continues to seek fresh 
inspiration from up-and-coming artists. 

On her last album, Strangers Again, she worked 
with some old friends and new artists. “There was 
a lot of love on that album,” she says. “People are 
crazy about it and I’m crazy about it. It’s done very 


well, and it feels good to be back with 
the grown-ups.” 

Some of the artists who worked with 
Collins on Strangers Again include her 
old friends Jeff Bridges and Willie 
Nelson. She also worked with newer 
artists, like Glen Hansard.

n Friday and Saturday, March 4 and 5, Bay 

Street Theater in Sag Harbor will be taking us 
all on a long, strange trip, presenting two nights 
featuring the music of the Grateful Dead. That means 
you can expect a wild variety of musical styles—the 
Grateful Dead were known for shifting effortlessly 
between the blues, R&B, country, psychedelic and 
boogie. They were also known for indelibly stamping 
each of those styles with that trademark Grateful 
Dead spaciness—a light touch and a sort of cheerful 


carelessness that, some people say, resulted 
from the use of controlled substances. The sound 
is unmistakable, and not easy to maintain, even 
when sober. 

But performing the shows at Bay Street 
will be veteran players from some of Long Island’s 
best-known Grateful Dead-style bands, so the music 
will sound as authentic as possible. Among the 
players is guitarist and singer Michael Schiano (who 
plays locally with the HooDoo Loungers).

“Joe Lauro (bassist for the HooDoo Loungers), 
Howard Silverman and I -started a_ Grateful 
Dead band in 1972,” recalls Schiano—theirs was 
the first Dead band on Long Island. Lauro and 
Silverman will be joining Schiano at Bay Street 
on the shows, along with members of Loki, Unbroken 
Chain, and Dead Music All-Stars in what amounts 
to a summit meeting of Long Island’s most 
“Deadicated” musicians. 

Schiano plans on a mixture of all of the things 
that made the Grateful Dead a great band. There will 
be some of the epic jams that the band was famous 
for (they were the original “jam band”), but there 
will also be more concise renderings of some of 
the band’s most beloved songs. 


Loki, Unbroken Chain, and Dead 
Music All-Stars amount to a summit 
meeting of Long Island’s most 
“Deadicated” musicians. 


“We're going to do ‘Friend of the Devil,’ ‘Brokedown 
Palace, some of those very pretty country-ish 
songs,” Schiano promises. Pedal steel and mandolin 
player Bob Grado will be-on hand, maybe allowing 
the band to venture songs like ‘Dire Wolf’ or 
‘High Time’ from the Dead’s classic album 
Workingman’s Dead.

Where to wine and dine 
on the East End.

H ow romantic is Pierre’s in Bridgehampton? 

It’s French, it’s housed in an old, white 
building, its staff members are handsome, the fine 
wine flows from the cellar of over 5,000 bottles and 
there are colorful loafers for sale in the dining room 
window. This last item might not be particularly 
romantic—but it’s interesting. 

Owner Pierre Weber sets the tone—French, 
modern and fun. 

Pierre’s off-season prix fixe (two courses for $28; 
three courses for $36) attracts locals all week—and 
visitors every weekend. 

My husband and I happened by Pierre’s on a recent 
Wednesday evening. It was fairly quiet so our server 
Bo had time to spoil us with attention. 

Bo brought me a glass of Pinot Grigio to start. 

The angel is in the details at Pierre’s—/fleur de sel 
on the table and the bread and butter is elevated 
in that French way. In addition to the usual bread, 
Bo brought us a dish of salmon spread and 
baguette toasts. 

Husband and [ both ordered new appetizers— 
Soupe de poulet a l’Oriental en crotite for moi and 
Brandade de Morue for him. My soup of chicken 
broth, raisins, potatoes, carrots and coconut milk 
topped with (crunchy but delicate) puff pastry was 
a delight. It was very mildly curried. And Pierre’s 
signature bowls hold quite a lot of soup. Husband 
found his cod with potato purée, olive oil, garlic, 
créme fraiche and croutons pleasantly rich.

Next I had the simple Feftuccini a la sauce au basil 
to remind me of summer. The fresh pasta cooked 
to al dente perfection with house made pesto hit 
the spot.

This 
two-pound Maine lobster is flambéed with Cognac 
and tarragon and served with a side of Pierre’s 
addictive french fries. 

Now you want to know what the specials are on the 
other nights of the week, right? Thursday is Hanger 
Steak, Friday is Bouillabaisse Marseillaise, Saturday 
is Pan-seared Daurade Filet, Sunday is Veal Stew, 
Monday is Pot au Feu de fruits de mer and Tuesday is 
Steamed Mussels.

Rumrunners Return to Montauk!

Few people drinking today 
distinctly remember

Montauk native Kimberly 
Sarris Royal says that she and 
__ her sister Kate Sarris “have 
_ poured ourselves into our 
brand, Montauk Rum Runners, 
in honor of our family’s long 
history in Montauk and 
restaurant operations during Prohibition. We have a 
ton of old family photos in our personal archive and 
lots of booze to share!” 

The sisters’ great-grandparents Alma and Christian 
Handrup began running the Roadside Restaurant 
in the old Montauk Fishing Village in 
1920 and on through the 1940s. Did they 
feed local rum runners? Kimberly says 
diplomatically, “All of Montauk was part 
of the rum running. There were only 
26 families living there at the time..We 
won't name names.” Was her own family 
involved in this illegal and lucrative 
activity? She and her sister both say 
no. Great-grandfather Handrup captained 
ocean liners that travelled from Brooklyn 
to Cuba, Mexican ports and Puerto Rico. 

Kate asserts, “Rum running was an 
important part of Montauk history that 
we want to highlight.” Which is kind of a 
funny thing for the daughters of retired 
East Hampton Police Chief Todd Sarris 
to do. “We're rebelling a little late in life,”

says Kate, adding, “We’re not going to make scotch 
because he would drink it all.” 

The sisters have brought their Montauk project to 
fruition with the support of their husbands and the 
local community. Their products—a bracing citrus 
gin, a honey-flavored whiskey and a sweet coconut 
rum—first hit shelves in September. They’re now 
available in over 30 outlets across Long Island and 
at Bowery & Vine in Manhattan. It’s all quite legal 
and quite local—Montauk Rum Runners is being 
produced by Long Island Spirits in Baiting Hollow 
and is available for tasting onsite there. 

The sisters dream of someday having a tasting 
room of their own. Their plans for future flavors are 
top secret but they do admit to a certain nostalgia for 
their mother’s beach plum jelly.
